
Changes around campus

Returning students might notice a few 
changes around UMass Lowell since last 
semester. 

Summer intercession is traditionally the 
best opportunity for the University to 
make major changes, without getting in 
the way of too many students. 

Some of the most salient changes can be 
seen on North Campus. The two-year land¬ 
scaping and beautification project along 
both sides of University Ave. is finally 
complete. Last September, the Alumni Hall 
side of the street was re-worked with a 
brick pattern similar to the one in the 
South Campus Quad. This summer, the 
Cumnock Hall side of the road was com¬ 
pleted, only a couple short weeks before 
the beginning of classes. 

A portion of the new brick-work and 
landscaping in front of Cumnock Hall can 
be seen from the UMass Lowell webcam 
(www.uml.edu/webcam). 

Beautification was also done on South 
Campus, specifically in Concordia Hall, 
one of the residence halls. The first floor 
lobby was fully redecorating, from the 
tiles to the paint job. All of the residence 
iioors were also iep«uiueu, inciuuiirg cacn 
and every door 

Additionally, North Campus employees 
will notice the new gated entrance by the 
arches of South wick Hall. The new gates 
also have an electronic sign to signify 
when the small staff lot is full. This is 
helpful as it can be difficult exiting this lot 


during busy times on University Avenue. 

The same sign system was also imple¬ 
mented in the Olney and Pinanski lots .on 
North. 

The football field by Costello Gym also 
got a total overhaul and will be open this 
Fall after two seasons being closed. The 
field is surrounded by a brand new multi¬ 
lane running track. 

Across the river. Residential North saw 
some changes as well. The small Fox lot is 
now gated and restricted to upperclassmen 
and employees. The so-called IPI lot, 
located across from the Recreation Center 
construction, has a new emergency call 
box. 

Also, everyone at UMass Lowell, 
whether student, faculty, or staff, will need 
to re-register their cars. A new parking 
sticker system, including scan-ready bar 
codes, was created to better keep track of 
whose car is whose. The new stickers are 
rectangular and feature a picture of 
Cumnock Hall on them. The old triangular 
decals are no longer valid, though all 
members of the University have until 
September 18 to get the new ones. 

Residents will be able to get their park¬ 
ing decals from their residence hall staff.

Students should bring their student ID and 
their car registration. 

Starting September 19, decals are only 
available at the Parking Bureau office in 
Engineering 226. 
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The triangular-shaped parking decals have been phased out, part of many changes that hap¬ 
pened on campus during the summer break.

Tips for a staying 
safe around UML

It’s midnight and you’re walking from 
your car to your dorm. You hear footsteps 
behind you and decide to speed up the 
pace. The footsteps speed up too. 
Casually, you look over your shoulder as 
your keys drop down into your waiting 
palm. You splay them our as little dag¬ 
gers and hope you wouldn’t have to use 
them. Suddenly, a door opens and a 
group of laughing students join you on 
the walk to your dorm. You sprint ahead 
and almost laughing as you spot the door 
to your building. You are safe, for 
tonight. 

According to the Center for Disease 


Control’s National College Health Risk 
Behavior Survey, one in five college 
women have been raped during their life¬ 
time. That means one in five women did 
not make it to their dorms in time. 
Violence on campus is easy to avoid if 
you know what to do. Security on 
Campus, Inc. is an organization dedicated 
to the safety and well-being of college 
students. They offer safety tips and other 
helpful forms of information on their web 
site (http://campussafety.org) that help 
you avoid becoming a victim. 

* Know your campus and the surround¬ 
ing neighborhoods. 

* Make others aware of your schedule of 
classes/activities and create a buddy sys¬ 
tem to keep each other safe. 

* Know where emergency phones are 
located on campus. 

* Always travel in groups. Never walk 
alone at night. Avoid shortcuts. 

* Always lock your food and first and 


second floor windows at night. 

Never feel silly or neurotic about being

cautious with your own life or the lives 
of your friends. When leaving a party or 
event, make sure no one is leaving alone. 

It may take a little longer, but plan on 
walking everyone to their cars and/or 
dorms so they won’t be left alone. Offer 
rides, and above all, be aware of your 
surroundings at all times. It is better to be 
alive and feel silly than to be a statistic 
on a crime report. 

UML offers several ways with which to 
keep yourself safe. We have an escort 
service (ext. 2222) that runs from 6 p.m. 
to 1 a.m. seven nights a week. These vans 
run to/from residence halls, libraries, 
parking lots, classes and Gallagher sta¬ 
tion. 

We also have call boxes placed through¬ 
out both campuses to endure safety and 
police assistance at any time. The univer¬ 
sity has an emergency line (934-2911 or

Professor found to 
be a veteran liar 
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Do you sell or 
use drugs? 

The Federal Government wants to know but, be warned: an 
answer of “yes” will have a negative effect on your financial aid

If you filled out a Free 
Application for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA) form for this year, 
you were requested to not leave 
Question 35 blank. 

The now infamous Question 
35 asks the applicant if he/she 
has “ever been convicted of pos¬ 
sessing or selling illegal drugs?” 
The question goes on to 
unashamedly say that an answer 
of “Yes” could affect your eligi¬ 
bility for aid. 

Don't let this scare you, how¬ 
ever. You absolutely have to 
answer no matter how much that 
line intimidates you.. 

The Higher Education Drug 
Act of 1998, an act which did 
not take effect until July of 
2000, denies federal aid in vary¬ 
ing degrees to students involved 
with drug convictions. The 
penalty ranges from a delay of 
aid for one year for first-time 
offenders to “indefinite" delay 
for those with three or more 
convictions. 

Last year, the question was 

otten optional, though many 

states responded by assuming 
that those who left the question 
blank were really admitting their 
guilt. 

The Act has been under heavy 
fire since its passing. Opposition 
includes the National 
Organization of Student 
Financial Aid Administrators, 
Students for Sensible Drug 
Policy (SSDP), and over 70 stu¬ 
dent governments from universi¬ 
ties and colleges throughout the 


country. Those student govern¬ 
ments have separately passed 
resolutions requesting the Act’s 
repeal (incidentally, none of the 
University of Massachusetts 
campuses is supporting the reso¬ 
lution for repealing the Act). 

Congressman Robert C. Scott 
is one of the loudest voices call¬ 
ing for an amending of the Act. 
His main concern is that the pol¬ 
icy is an obstacle in the path of 
reform for young people. “If 
you have been convicted for 
possession or the sale of drugs,” 
Scott told Congress in May of 
2000, “you also forfeit your 
opportunity to turn your life 
around” by earning a degree in 
the hopes of getting a good job. 

Scott was one of the first to 
point out that the Act seems to 
target specific groups of people: 
low-income families and 
minorities. He cited the 
Leadership Conference on Civil 
Rights’s findings that, though 
African Americans and white 
have about the same rate of drug 
use, African Americans make up 
55% of those convicted of drug- 
related crimes. 

Scott, an African American 
himself, and his words have had 
some effect. One concern 
brought up has been addressed: 
previously, the question was 
asked in the negative, causing 
some confusion for applicants. 

Indiana Representative Mark 
Souder, a Republican, says that 
the opposition is uncalled for. 
Those opposing the Act are real¬ 
ly opposing punishment for drug 
users and sellers. 

Souder rebuked the “cultural 
problem” that American culture 


“treats drug use as an accepted 
part of the college experience.” 
Suspension of federal financial 
aid sends the message that one’s 
actions will have consequences, 
Souder wrote in a special to 
USA Today . 

Additionally, Souder pointed 
out that those who think the Act 
impedes an individual reforming 
his or her ways should think 
again. Part of the Act also states 
that penalties incurred from 
drug convictions can be lifted 
by completing a drug rehabilita¬ 
tion program. 

Souder also argues that the 
Act helps keep an eye on where 
taxpayers’ money ends up. 

Last May, Hampshire College 
sponsored a conference on the 
Act that included panel discus¬ 
sions, guest-speakers, and the 
option to sign a petition. 

Keynote speaker Barney Frank, 
a Massachusetts Representative, 
proposed the bill that asks for 
the Act’s repeal rather than its 
amending. 

However, the chances of com¬ 
plete repeal seem slim. As such, 
lawmakers are focusing on revi¬ 
sions to the Act. One such possi¬ 
ble change would allow those 
who were convicted before col¬ 
lege to remain eligible for finan¬ 
cial aid. 

According to data from the 
Department of Education, 

35,326 would-be college stu¬ 
dents have been entirely or par¬ 
tially denied financial aid this 
year. This number was quoted 
in August, when only 75% of 
applications had been processed.

On June 18, 2001 the Boston 
Globe published a story proving 
a prominent Professor and 
renowned historian was a fake. 

Professor Joseph Ellis taught a 
' course entitled “Vietnam War 
and American Culture” at Mount 
Holyoke and Amherst. He capti¬ 
vated his students with tales of 
being in My Lai just before the 
massacre, leading a platoon, and 
serving as a paratrooper in the 
101 Airborne. The most interest¬ 
ing part of his lectures, however, 
is that he never served in 
Vietnam. He, in fact, lied about 
his service throughout his many 
years of teaching. The most mil¬ 
itary action he has had is a 
teaching position at West Point. 
Not only did he lie about his ser¬ 
vice in the war, but he also lied 
about joining the anti-war move¬ 
ment when he returned from 
Vietnam. His lies did not even 
stop there - he lied about his 
high school football career. Prof. 
Ellis claimed that he scored the 
winning touchdown at the last 
game of his senior year at 
Gonzaga College High School. 
On the contrary the Gonzaga 
yearbook tells a different tale. 

The last game of Ellis’ senior 
year was lost, and he wasn't 
even on the team. 

As a historian Ellis taught the 
past with riveting stories of his 
own Jite. • io* &ii*i pc;**** . 
experience gave the course more 
gravity,” says one student at 
Amherst. Most students were 
shocked that his past was a lie. 
However many students also 
saw him as wonderful teacher. 

For example, a former student of 


his seemed to be somewhat sup¬ 
portive of her college professor, 
saying, “He seemed so genuine. 
Perhaps it was a fantasy he came 
to believe himself.” 

Professor Ellis will remain a 
professor at Mount Holyoke. His 
punishment for his deceit sanc¬ 
tioned by Joanne Creighton, the 
president of Mount Holyoke 
College is somewhat severe. 
Other professors at other 
schools, guilty of the same, have 
remained on staff only to dis¬ 
creetly resign shortly after they 
have been exposed. However, 
Ellis is suspended for one year 
without pay, stripped of his 
endowed chair, and banned from 
teaching his course on Vietnam. 
The Boston Globe has quoted 
Anita Jones, executive director 
of the American Historical 
Association, as saying, “I don’t 
know of anyone else being 
removed from an endowed chair 
for [any] cause. This is certainly 
most unusual.” 

So after all these lies, how 
vital is it that Ellis’ past is false? 
He is a renowned historian with 
many acclaimed books under his 
belt. He received a Pulitzer 
Prize. His writings have been 
published in the New York 
Times , Washington Post, 
American Heritage , and the 
Chicago Tribune. Is his personal 
past as significant as his scholar¬ 
ly past? 

However, the revelation of 
Ellis as a liar begs further ques- 
iuMte. u up, modU. impor¬ 

tantly, a question of integrity. 
Many feel that this incident 
proves how easily anyone can 
fake credentials to receive pro¬ 
fessorship, a position often 
given based on experience.

Amherst College: 

A student put together a strange performance art piece at Amherst 
College last semester 22-year old Andrew Epstein for a class pro- 
ject convinced the campus that the College had banned coffee, cit- 
"2 nsing caffeine use for its reasoning.

Jacksonville State (Alabama): 

Ashley Martin, a sophomore, became the first female to play in a 
NCAA Division I football game last month. A placekicker, she 
:ontnbuted three points to Jacksonville State’s win over 
Cumberland. She was presented with the game ball. 

University of Massachusetts Amherst: 

English professor Richard Burt is under investigation to see if any 
university resources were used in the making of his semi-pomo- 
graphic w eb site www.naughtyprofessor.com. The site includes a 
section entitled “Pom Stars I Have Met,” including photos of half- 
naked w omen. The main page of the web site identifies him as a 
professor at UMass Amherst and there is a section describing cur¬ 
riculum requirements for some of his courses (including a 
Shakespeare course and a course on Censorship). Despite the criti¬ 
cism from UMass administrators, including President William 
Bulger's office, Burt doesn’t believe he has done anything wrong 
m that the site is a private one with no connection to the 
University. 

University of Virginia: 

Physics professor Lou Bloomfield at the University of Virginia 
recently developed a computer program that could detect plagia¬ 
rism in his classes. The program searches a database of student 
papers (all of which are submitted to him via e-mail) to see if long 
phrases match other such papers. The program’s initial use lead to 
an investigation to over 120 students who are now being accused 
of plagiarizing from work done by students in previous years. The 
students face possible expulsion.

Do you know me?

A few years ago, American Express ran a series of suc¬ 
cessful ads that portrayed celebrities whose names were 
generally well known but whose faces were unfamiliar 
to most Americans. The virtues of owning an American 
Express card were explained as this unfamiliar person 
talked about life experiences. The ad reached its high 
point when the name of this mysterious person was 
typed onto the credit card, making him or her known to 
all. The ads capitalized on the importance we place on 
people knowing who we are. If you don’t know who I 
am, then how can you know what I need and want? 

How do people get to know us in a complex, technolo¬ 
gy-based society such as ours? In what ways do they 
know us? 

In yesterday’s mail, I received an unsolicited letter to 
“Dear Alan,” telling me I was pre-approved for a truly 
special credit card. Apparently these folks know some¬ 
thing about me and even addressed me by my first 
name. Funny, but I don’t feel any special bond to this 
big bank. A couple of times a week at dinner time I get 
calls from strangers asking me, “Mr. Lincoln, how are 
you today? Can I tell you about our great telephone 
rates?” Well, I’m fine and no, I prefer you didn’t. There 
is one vendor that has called a few times and keeps call¬ 
ing me Mr. Alan. I can relate to them since I get things 
mixed up on occasion as well. Is this how we want to 
be known to others? Merely a case in a data set, a 
potential customer? Are our personal identity and self- 
image being shaped by these intruders who pretend to 
“know us”? Of course, it is better in some ways that we 
are identifiable. Last week, I drop ped o ff a prescri pti on, 

left my insurance information with the pharmacist and 
returned several hours later. When I tried to pick up the 
prescription I was told that the insurance company’s 
customer service specialist said, “Alan Lincoln does not 
exist in our files.” I responded that, “I am a 
Massachusetts state employee and have been doing 
business with this company for a long time.” I clearly 
knew who I was, why didn’t they? Surely they must 
know me. 

Have you noticed the recent fascination with getting to 
know the intimate details of strangers’ lives? Millions 
will tune in to learn more about the current crop of 
“Survivors” and the odd cast of characters on “Big 
Brother.” Maybe it is safer and more comfortable to get 
to know all about these folks. Are we willing to take the 
risk and express as much interest in getting to know 
those real people who pass through our lives on this 
campus? 

Like a micro-version of our society, our university is 
also a complex and technology-oriented community. We 
continuously evaluate our ability to function efficiently 
and reorganize offices and policies when appropriate. 

We spend significant portions of our budget on improv¬ 
ing our information technology, which should translate 
into serving you more efficiently. Thousands of transac¬ 
tions occur daily and almost always without error. We 
admit, advise, enroll, bill, collect, grade, record, gradu¬ 
ate, and solicit alumni in an almost flawless fashion. 

The Chancellor recently established the position of the 
University Ombudsperson, which I currently hold, to 
assist in those few cases when things either don’t work 
right or are perceived as unjust. The Ombudsperson is a 
neutral, confidential observer who helps resolve those 
problems that do occur in a community such as ours.

UMass Lowell student hits the ‘Big Time’

I tend to think of myself as somebody 
who has an extremely eclectic taste when 
it comes to music. 

I listen to everything from Hardcore to 
orchestral. My CD collection ranges from 
such acts as Tool to Bela Fleck and the 
Flecktones - but one thing I have been 
looking for, for a really long time, is a 
CD that encompasses all of the music that 
I listen to. Big Time By UMass Lowell’s 
own Justin Matley does just that. 

The album consists of some 
incredible arrangements of 
tunes from the likes of Medeski, 

Martin and Wood, and Jimmy 
Hendrix. The real gems on the 
album, however, are the Justin 
Matley originals. Matley fuses 
together the musical styles of 
jazz, funk, rock, and classical to 
create a unique and satisfying 
sound that will keep you inter¬ 
ested from beginning to end. 

What makes this album so 
unique is that Matley uses just 
the right amount of each style; 
everything fits so well together. 

One of my favorite tracks on 
the album is the tune “I Wand” 
which features the vocal styling 
ot Connie Brooks, another stu¬ 
dent at UML. Although I've 
seen Connie perform with vari¬ 
ous other groups around UMass, 
this was the first time I’ve heard 
her sing solo and I must say that 
I was blown away.

Other tal¬ 
ented musicians from UMass 
Lowell that grace the album are 


bassist Pat Scott, saxophonist Jared 
Ambrose, who also engineered the album 
and helped produce it alongside Matley, 
and drummer Justin Cooper. Matley him¬ 
self showcases his improvisational chops 
on the piano, but also contributes some 
drums, guitar, harmonica and vocals as 
well. 

One of the things that I really enjoyed 
about the album was the rawness of it. It 
doesn’t sound all polished up and 
squeaky clean, which too much of today’s 
music I feel tends to sound like. This 
album focuses right on the music, and 


sounds the way music was intended to 
sound like, “live.” The interplay between 
the musicians is perfect, so the music 
flows effortlessly. You get a sense of feel¬ 
ing comfortable when listening to this 
album; nothing seems forced at all. Jared 
Ambrose did a great job engineering this 
album, capturing the “live” sound 
extremely well.

This past Saturday, about four hours 
before the River Hawks first-ever game 
on campus at the newly-built Cushing 
Field Complex on North campus, I got 
to sit down and talk with UML’s new 
head football coach Wally Dembowski. 

The Danvers native was a four-year 
player and two-year starter as a wide 
reciever at Holy Cross from 1984-88, 
where he earned first team All-East 
Region and third team All-America hon¬ 
ors in addition to All-Conference and 
All-New England accolades. In his 
senior season, he helped lead the 
Crusaders to an 11 -0 record, as well as 
the College’s second straight Lambert 
Cup. 

After graduating, he started his coach¬ 
ing career as a graduate assisstant with 


Boston University, where he stayed for 
eight years until they discontinued the 
football program. 

He was then named the defensive 
coordinator and linebackers coach at the 
University of New Haven where he 
answered to Head Coach Tony Sparano, 
now the offensive line coach for the 
Washington Redskins. 

He returned home in 1999 to coach 
special teams and d-line for former 
Northeastern Head Coach Barry Gallup. 
When the team decided to turnover the 
coaching staff, he moved onto American 
International College to become their 
defensive coordinator, helping them cap¬ 
ture their second straight Eastern 
Football Conference title before being 
named UMass Lowell’s new head coach 
late last year. 

This was Dembowski’s first head 
coaching appointment and it did not 
begin the way he envisioned. 


Due to housing constraints, the team 
did not arrive till August 15, leaving the 
coaching staff a little under 16 days to 
install a brand new offensive and defen¬ 
sive play book. 

Coach Dembowski did not really have 
much time to recruit any players, but 
was able to bring in some local talent. It 
certainly did not help that football is the 
only program in the school that does not 
give any type of financial aid to it’s stu¬ 
dent athletes. 

He was very quick to compliment his 
players, “these kids sacrifice a lot, 
spending the end of their summer here 
going through triple and double sessions 
during college student’s prime time to 
work and make money... It shows that 
these kids really love football and want 
to be here. The effort has been excellent 
and the attitude has been nothing but 
positive.” 

He is more than just a coach, he is a 


great orator, who can motivate anyone 
willing to listen. He is making his team 
believe in themselves and he believes 
that is all they really need to be success- 
luL He has an upbeat personality aiuLhe 
loves the challenge that faces him today, 
and the challenge that faces him tomor¬ 
row. 

He told me, “I just want my team to 
go out and battle every game... The goal 
is to get be* ter as we go, adding more 
plays on both sides of the ball. 

“My players are going to be good stu¬ 
dents, good people in the community, 
and good football players,” he added. 

Wally Dembowski has a plan and after 
watching Saturday’s game against Pace 
University, it looks UML football is in 
good hands. 

He continues to reside in Danvers 
with his wife Tracie and two-year old 
son Andrew.

It has taken over a decade to prepare 
for but, finally, construction for the new 
student recreation center at UMass 
Lowell is well underway. 

Residents of the so-called Residential 
North complex that includes Fox Hall 
are currently witness to the halfway 
mark of the new center’s construction. 

. Ground-breaking was only in November 
though at this time, the entire frame¬ 
work of the structure is almost com¬ 
plete. 

The facility will include an indoor 
track, gym services, and more. The 
building is meant for non-athletes, espe¬ 
cially those residing in Residential 
North Campus dormitories who have 
easy access. The construction is in 
progress across from LeLecheur 
Stadium in what used to be a parking lot 
and just a short distance away from the 
Tsongas Arena. The three buildings, 
within about a mile of each other, make 
up most of the University’s athletic 
facilities, and are all only a few years 
old. 

The recreation center is expected to 
be completed in early 2002. That dead¬ 


line is sure to be reached, as the con¬ 
struction company, Consigli, will 
receive heavy fines for going past a cer¬ 
tain number of days, as per their con¬ 
tract. It will open at the beginning of the 
2002 Fall Semester. 

Though the “rec. center,” as it has 
come to be called by students, has been 
in the planning stage for around 12 
years, construction began only recently. 
Financial difficulties and some political 
questions delayed breaking ground until 
December of 2000, an event that was 
commemorated by a ceremony that 
included guests like then Governor Paul 
Cellucci and UMass President William 
Bulger. 

The student center also represents the 
best collaboration between the city of 
Lowell and the University, according to 
Chancellor William Hogan. 

Additionally, North Campus fields 
have been getting a makeover. As the 
UML athletic program continues to 
expand, so do the athletic facilities that 
house them. Cushing Field on North 
was just recently ripped apart and 
rebuilt in the past year. The new football 
field has already opened and has been in 
use, along with the track that surrounds 
it. A ceremony celebrating the new field 
is schedule for October.

If I told you this team had less than two weeks to prepare for last night’s season 
opening game against Pace University at the new Cushing Field Complex, in the 
new Northeast-10 Conference, with a new coaching staff, would you believe me ? 

UMass Lowell did lose Saturdays match-up with Pace 42-27, but the scoreboard 
did not reflect the team’s effort or progress. 

The Hawks showed many of their talents in the first half including their passing 
and kicking game, but on the other hand the second half presented a problem that 
will plague the team all year. They are severly lacking in depth, especially on the 
defensive side of the ball, which led them to tire as the game went on. 

The River Hawks are not even 2 players deep in most positions on the defense, 
while some of the teams in their conference have as many as 4 reserves sitting on 
the side line waiting for a chance to give their top tier of players a break whenever 
needed. They are also a little undersized on the ofensive and defensive line. 

“Our offense was going three and out and our defense was on the field for a long 
time. Those guys were playing a lot of snaps in a row and that hurt them.” 

Pace University kept running and running as senior HB Robert Nugent scored 
five touchdowns, four in the second half, running for 88 yards off 21 carries. 

Playing with one string at any position is an extreme disadvantage, nevermind 
nearly every position,yet at the end of the half the River Hawks were up 20-14. 

What does that say about the effort and heart of this team, when most of the guys on 
the team have only been playing for Umass Lowell a little under 16 days? Head 
coach Wally Dembowski, “ was proud as hell with their effort.” 

“Obviously, we just didn’t execute the way we should execute. That comes from a 
lack of practice time right now, and a lack of being together as a team. We’ll come 
back here tomorrow and get right back after it. We will get better.” 

Was anyone else in the stands wondering where in the hell did they find kicker 
Justin McClain? What is even more impressive than his foot, is the fact that he 
comes from the division 1 football program Ohio State. Kudos to Coach 
Dembowski’s staff for brining him here to Umass Lowell. 

Anyone who knows anything about football knows special teams can win games 
and we now have a kicker, who can boot the ball out of the end zone on kickoffs 
consistently, not too mention he can also kick field goals accurately. “He has a leg,” 
smirked Dembowski. “I’ve seen him make field goals from 57 and 58-yards out at 
practice.” “I have a feeling we’ll kick a lot of field goals this year.” 

The rampant passing game was another surprise. UML sophomore quaterback 
Geoff Gardner was 26 of-48 passing, throwing for a career high 239 yards and two 
touchdowns, both of which went to Glenn Opie (8 catches for 128 yards). The 
defense forced three turn overs, one of which was run back for a touchdown by 
junior LB Damien Lowe. Coach Dembowski reinforced a fact that was well known 
by the end of the game, “we have some really skilled athletes and we want to get 
them the ball. We’re going to put it up and have some fun.” 

And that is exactly what they did in front of the 872 people, who showed up on 
Saturday to root on a team, that is going to get better every week they continue to 
have fun playing football.
